THE Convention of Venice provides that ships which have had no case of 
cholera on board slutII on arrival in Egypt receive immediate pratique whatever 
may he the nature of their bills of health, that is, such ships arc to receive imme¬ 
diate pmtiquo even though they come from an infected port. Yon arc aware that 
the Egyptian Quarantine Board has proposed that this provision should he modified 
in the case of ships from infected ports En the Mediterranean, and that such ships 
shall not be admitted to pratique till they have completed five days from the date ol 
their departure from the infected port* 

The reason put forward in support of this proposal by the French Medical 
Delegate to the Quarantine board is that the Convention of \ enice lays down no 
rule for healthy ships from Mediterranean ports. But tins is not the case. The 
provisions of Annexes 1 and 4 to the Convention of Venice are no doubt limited to 
the Egyptian ports on the Bod tfea, owing to the mention of Blum and to the 
mention of Moses,* Well* as the Sanitary station tit which various operations arc to 
be performed. The provisions in Annex 3 t printed at p. 15 of the inclosed 
Parliamentary Paper,* art% however, general, and apply to all Egyptian ports. 
Article 20 provides that ships which arc neither ■* suspected** nor "infected" 
receive immediate pratique. Article 30 orders that the measures to be taken in 
-the case of " infected " nod fl suspected 51 ships wishing to obtain pratique in Egypt 
or to enter the Suez Canal, when there is cholera in the Mediterranean basin, are to 
be the same as those at Suez (" seront conformed aux dispositions en vigueurA 
Suez”). The drafting of these provisions is not very precise, but flie obvious 
meaning ia that the Regulations in Egyptian ports on the Mediterranean shall be 
the same as those in force at Sacs with only such minor differences as might be 
rendered necessary, for instance* by the different situation of the Egyptian Sanitary 
station on the Mediterranean coast. 

By paragraphs G and 7 of Article 2, of Annex 4 (p, lit of the Parliamentary Paper), 
passengers who land from suspected ships and who wish to enter Egypt are to be 
detained twenty-four hours at the Sanitary station and thmr dirty linen is to be 
disinfected; they then receive pratique. The ship itself also receives pratique after 
twenty Tour hours’ detention at the Sanitary station. These provisions refer to 
ships w hose voyage has lasted less than fourteen days; the voyage would, however,, 
always have lasted seven days at least owing to the definition of * ( infected " ship t 
namely, a ship that baa had cholera on board, but no fresh case for seven days. 
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Wv till* hst naratfranh of Article 3 uf the same Annex " infected ships’ 1 receive 
pratique in Egypt JkJ certain operation of; disinfection and iilta compktitig, at 
tlic Sanitary station, five days from the date ot the last ease of cholera.

mentioned Minute; you point out that the contingency of Lhe amval of large 
numbers of fugitives from a cholera-sine ken region can be met by 
as those in Article 30 of Annex 3 (p. 15 of the PntJmmeu^ry Fu*), whmb 
allow special measures to be token against ships m an unfavoiuablc s. itary 
condition; but in discussing this subject care must be taken not to admit the 
position which seems to be assumed in the French despatch, an c*tract from which 
L inclosed in Lord Cmmu&r's despatch, namely, that the mere shortness oT lime wt 
from an Infected uorl institutes an unfavourable sanitary condition. 

I entirely concur in the observations made in your Minute as to the duugci 
of sanctioning any deviation in the perfectly sound principles Imd down m the 
Convention of Venice respecting pratique for all healthy ships—■principles which 
have since been confirmed by the Convention of Dresden. Nevertheless, Her 
Mnksty’a Government wish carefully to avoid refusing their consent to any modifi¬ 
cation of the Venice Rules which can be shown to be requisite ter the protection ol 
public health in Egypt in consequence of the present condition ot the sanitary 
organ kali on of that'country. Such modifications need not nlTcet any ships other 
than those making very short passages from infected ports, mid should not, in the 
ease of well-found shins, especially of those which pass trough the iauex Lanai 
diminish the facilities secured by the Convention. Neither ih it necessary that 
the modiRations in the Convention which may ultimately be recommended to 
Die Egyptian Government. by the Signatory Powers, should be ol a perm such. 
character, lor H Is to l>e hoped that Egypt will adopt the system of internal sanita¬ 
tion for which quarantine in any form is but a poor ami generally an snerceetual

ANNEX 1 to the Sanitary Convention of Venice provides that the Sanitary 
Station at Moses' Wells shall be furnished with a hospital of twelve buds anil with 
other buildings and appliances. Annex 2 provides that tlic Quarantine Board of 
Egypt shall settle tins plans, ke., for these buildings. The two despatches herewith 
inclosed report the proceedings of the Boftrd In connection with this subject,* 

1 should bo glad if you would, during your approaching visit to Paris, endeavour 
to exchange views with the French Sanitary authorities as to the best and most 
economical means of carrying out; Liie requirements of this part of llie Convention. 

It is hardly likely that you will be able to frame any definite plana or estimates 
without more complete information than will be available at Paris on the climate of 
Moses 1 Wells* and on the building materials and labour which can be obtained on 
the shores of the Red Sea, The great experience you have had, however, In 
examining the plans for temporary and other hospitals in this country, will enable 
you Lo put before the French authorities, and perhaps to obtain from them, many 
elements of Information which may be of great use to the Egyptian Hoard, and on 
which they will be able to act with their fuller knowledge of local ei re u instances uwl 

requirements. + 

It must be remembered that if the past is any guide In the future the hospital 
at Moses 1 Wells will rarely be wanted for the purposes foreseen by the Convention, 
perhaps not more than once or twice in two or three years, U is therefore desirable, 
in the interests of British navigation, which tornkhes a large part of the revenue of 
the Egyptian Ikmrd, that the costof construction and maintenance should he kept as 

low as possible. , 

You may also have an nppojrtunily of speaking witli the French Sanitary 
authorities on the question of the amelioration of the pilgrim quarantine station at 
Tor, the present condition of which formed the subject of i ho letter of the 5th Instant 
iVum this Department rn (he Local (Invormmuir. Hoard. Thu Egyptian Quarantine 
Board must in this case also decide on the action to be taken. li. would, never¬ 
theless, be useful if you could Induce the French Sanitary authorities to concur in 
economical views with respect to future arrangements under thin head. It is 
probable that much might ho done with a moderate outlay of money. Indeed, 
Dr. Bitter's Report on Tor shows that the whole administration of the station is 
such that Its reform could be effected without providing very elaborate buildings 
and appliances,

J 1 HAVE the honour to report that an extraordinary meeting of the Maritime 
and Quarantine Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the I Oth instant, to discuss 
the plan and estimates for a quarantine station at Moses 3 Wells, prepared by the 
Board's Committee of Finance. 

I have thought it better on Huh Oceanian, instead of my usual Report, to send 
you a full copy of the Minutes of the meeting; in order thftt you may have a clearer 
idea of the feelings of the members present regarding the extent and expense ul 
the establishment in question* 

The French Delegates, who are the advocates of a rather ex pensive and 
extensive establishment of a very complete nature, basing their arguments on the 
decision of the Venice Conference, seem more inclined now to endeavour to find 
some way of modi Tying the scheme without setting aside any of the deem ions of 
the Conference* TEic scheme, as proposed at the Conference, being a French one, 
they naturally wish io see it carried out in its entirety aud at whatever cost. 

The Estimates ( fr Cahier des Charges'*) will now be remodelled to suit the altera¬ 
tions mentioned in the Minutes with a maximum cost fixed at 32,000/. instead of 
is,000/., ns at first proposed. 1 voted Tor accepting this* on condition that it should 
be distinctly stated m the Estimates submitted to competitors for plans that, 
although the maxi mom cost was fixed at a certain sum, the Board was desirous 
that the plans should be elaborated on as economical a scale as possible, although 
no final decision can be taken until the plans arc presented to the Board for dtaens- 
Sion, it h evident from this uoseling that the majority of the Delegates consider that 
a much less expensive establishment than that originally proposed would be amply 
sufficient. 

The plan presented by the Austrian Delegate was not discussed, an the original 
plan modified was accepted. He will be at liberty * however, to present it when the 
competitive plana nre received by ttic Board* Dr, Bitter has also a plan at a moderate 
cost to propose, 
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These plans diti not even receive the attention which I think they deserve, as 
the French Delegates insisted on the original plan being accepted or refusal before 
other plans were presented, as Lhe Committee of Finance had been commissioned by 

the Board to prepare it* , * v . 

The French Delegates showed consul erabk irritation at Use proposition made by 
tho President at the opening-of the meeting to appoint a new Committee to elaborate 
another plan before die original one hail even been discussed. 

The President, in my opinion, committed a serious error nI jurlgmeitt m aomg 
thiEj and thus, without intending it, probably prevented a serious dmcuisipn on the 

other, and more economic plans. . , 

The President himself being n member of the Committee of Finance, assisted 
in making out the original "Cahier ties Charges;' and raised no objection in Uwi- 
initt.ee; at I he opening of the meeting be proposed a Committee to elaborate a 
different and more economic scheme before the original one had been discussed, ana 
without consulting the other Delegates who bail worked with man 

This was severely commented on by the French Delegates, and. placed the 

President in a weak position tor the rcsl of the meeting* 

The French Sanitary physician cited the case of the Italian Government, 
which Ims erected a model quarantine establishment full'd ling the latest require¬ 
ments of science, and at great expense, instead of temporary and cheap erections. 
The Italian Delegate at the Board, however, voted against the modi lieu original 

scheme for Moses 1 Wells. .. tl . 

No doubt a substantial building, even at a large cost, would be lhe cheapest in 
the end in the far future, but at present it is impossible to say with changing ideas 
regarding quarantine how far into the future it may be required. The Conference* 
of Venice has inaugurated important modifications which may at no very umtant 
date be atill further modified, but for the moment, a a a muT* pro quo for the modi hca- 
tions at YenieCji we are bound by the decisions ol the Conference which the Hoard 
has to observe, and the majority of the Delegates seem to wish to meet at as small 

a cost as possible, _, ,

"Nouvelles Samt&ires de Bombay'-Madras et Calcutta" for every meeting of the 
Board, notwithstanding that the Returns were distributed to every Delegate on being 
received. 

Standing thus on the order of the day, it often gave an opportunity to a 
Delegate who wished to avail himself of it to raise vexatious discussions, imd make 
vexatious propositions if there seemed to ho a tendency to an increase in cholera 
mortality. I bad often wished before to have it omitted from the order of the day, 
but to avoid disagreeable questions I had mt interfered, the practice having been 
established for many years. It has been emitted now since November, and no 
question has been raised. Several of the Delegates have remarked that, with the new 
order of things with regard to quarantine, these Returns have now no practical 

importance for the Board. 1 „ n * 

The Returns of the last tow weeks I have not communicated to the Board, and 
unless you wish me to continue to communicate them regularly I would suggest that 
the mortality from cholera only should be communicated to me by you for my 
information, and that the Table of Returns from India should be kept at your 
Consulate-General for information if asked for, or to lie communicated by mo only 
should cholera bo declared epidemic. I see no advantage, but the contrary, In keeping 

India constantly under the eye of the Boiard. 

The Russian Delegate is the only one who has asked me unofficially why mo 
Returns are stopped. I pointed out to him that his Government sent no regular 
Returns, and was even, tardy in doing so when asked for them. I pointed out to him 
also that with the new Regulation* they were now of no practical value to the Board, 
In that he agreed, but said they were useful os information for Ins Government. 
I told him that tho Returns were not specially prepared for the Egyptian Quarantine 
Hoard, but were copies of the official Government Returns, which his Government 
could obtain from India or through the Ambassador in Loudon. 

I informed Mr. Mtoville that I intended to stop communicating them, and ho 
agreed that there was no practical use in continuing their regular communication.

When the nnanlzatEon of the Quarantine Board was commenced on the 
1st November last, the members decided, without reflecting on the inconvenience to 
navigation which might arise, that until the full complement ol medical othcurH were 
appointed for Suez, the medical visit could be paid, and pratique given to vessels 
during the day only, According to the decision of the Venice Conference, ail vessels 
arriving From the Red Sea must, undergo a medical visit before receiving tree 

Pmt The French Delegate staled that the agents of Navigation Companies had puintod 
out tho great inconvenience and injustice of keeping vessels, ^ especially postal 
steamers, a whole night at Suez for want of men to pay the required medical visit. 
He pointed out that wo were not yet in n position to say when the mcdicnl men to uts 
named would assume duty at Suez, and that it might not he for an mdeiimte period. 
Ho proposed, therefore, that if tho two medical men at present m the service at hue/ 

were not sufficient, that a temporary assistant should bo sent, . , 

Tke Delegate for Great Britain observed that be felt sure the decision ot the 
Board on the 1st November had been taken lightly, mid without knowledge of ho 
inconvenience it might occasion. With regard to the number of doctors m the 
S at present in ft*, tu.. Wo, lie pointed out ttft that W 
required by the Conference to carry on the day and night duty. That although the 
Conference had recommended four medical men for the work at Suez, it was stated 
that two of them should, if occasion required, bo told oil to reside in Die quanudme 
hospital at Muses’ Wells, one tor the contagious find one for Ike nou-conU^ous cusea. 
Should this occasion arise with tour mechc.nl men at Suez, there would be left only 
tor the medical visit to vessels. That number was therefore considered sufficient 
He proposed, therefore, that the two medical men now at Suez should 
undertake the day and night service *o long ns one of them, who is Directoi of ior, 

Wm President observed that the remarks of the British Delegate ivctq just^ 

and he had no hesitation in proposing to the Board that the medical visit should be 
made by night ns well as by day.

In auBwer to lhis I informed him that I had no objection to formulate one pro¬ 
vision ally as a kisis for discussion* provided it was a distinct understanding that any 
modification that might be suggested on the lines of my proposal was only to he 
regard cl! as one for temporary application in view of the existing sanitary udmmisi ra¬ 
tion of Egypt, end that in drawing it up the importance of upholding the principles 
Of the Venice and Dresden Conventions was reaffirmed in so Far as their general 
application was eon.coined. I then submitted a- proposal much in tho following 

u Every healthy indemim h ) vessel arriving in Egypt from a Mediterranean 
port infected with cholera shall, after a medical visit, at once receive pratique, except 
when the duration of the passage from the infected port is less than five days 
Where the duration of the passage is less than five flays; the vessel shall bo detained 
under observation for such length of time as may he necessary to complete a period ol 
five days from the date of departure from the infected port, the passengers mid craw 
to remain on board during such detention. This detention under observation shall 
net, however, apply to any yessds arriving from European ports of the Mediterranean 
if they carry on hoard a doctor and a disinfecting stove, 1! 

It will be observed that this proposal differs somewhat from that which I had 
made in a- Minute which I had previously drawn up, ami which is referred to in the 
Earl of Rosebery*s instructions to mo of tho 3rd January, 1891. 

The reason for the cl inn go is as fellow's: In a conversation winch I had with 
Mr. MidviltCj tho president of the Egyptian QnaraiiHim Ited, I learned that tho 
principal rcuson why Ins Board had asked for a modification of the Convention was 
that when cholera breaka out in Syria large numbers of people, often well-to-do, 
immediately omlxirk at such ports ua Bey rout and Jaffa for Egypt that these people 
are willing to pay coiinEdcrable smn& in order to obtain van immediate passage, and that 
tho Shipping Companies would at once provide their ships with a doctor and a 
disinfecting stove if by so doing they could convey these people without risk of 
detention. Anil, owing to the shortness of the passage, It. is held that tho provision of 
a doctor and a disinfecting stove would afford no possible guarantee against the 
impoitnlion of cholera by such paasengora. 

In explaining tin objects to be gained by my provisional proposal, I informed 
M, Hu not mix that- Her Majesty's Government would not, Eu rny opinion, assent to any 
genera’ detention of vessels Lora all Mediterranean ports, and H mi they wore certain 
to object to any proposal that might subject the mail service trotb Brinduu to any 
such restriction, merely because, at a time when there were a lew' oasra of cholera in 
that port, passengere stepped, as it tvera, from the railway train on to the steamer. 

In the end, M. Hanotoux agreed that my proposal might form a basis of discus. 
Hion; and he added that he would communicate with M. do Rcvcrseaux in CairOi and 
ivould let me know the result. X expressed astonishment at this statement, and X 
reminded M. Hanotaux that as far back m the 9th January lost the Marquis of 
Duffcrin had informed M. Oasimir-Fcricr that 1 was propared to dismiss the question 
with the French authorities. I told M. Rnnotaus that, so fiu' an 1 knew, no answer 
had been sent to that letter, and (hat I had assumed (hat the explanation ot tho delay 
[582J K 









the knowledge that the French Government subsequently bad, to the effect that I 
should be in Paris as one of the British Delegates to the International Sand ary 
Conference now sitting; And, under any circumstances* I ventured to assume that the 
French Government were, after this lapse of time, now prepared to appoint one or 
more Eeprescntatives to eliscusB the matter with me, without waiting for further 

comuiunicEitions from Egypt. . , , ,, , . 

M. Uanotnux then informed mo that I was wrong in my view as to the delay m 
answering the letter o£ the Marquis of Duffcrin of the fith January; that the teal 
cause of the delay lay in tlm fact that French Shipping Companies had raised 
considerable objections to any modification of the Venice Convention; and he cited 
tho case of vessels from Tunis to Egypt, which vessels, oven when hcnlihv, would, 
under any such mod ideation as bad been proposed, he subject to the risk of detention 
for tiro-days in certain of the ports of Egypt, These and other similar matters were 
still the subject of correspondence with H. do Reverseaux, 

In short, the impression loft!, on my mind, aa the result ol my interview with 
M. Hanotaiix* is that the French Government are by no means so inclined to view 
wdth favour the proposal of the Egyptian Quarantine Board as appeared to he the 
case w hon Lord Cromer* on the 1st December, 1893* communicated to the Earl of 
Rosebery a copy of certain instructions which M, cle Ecvcrseaux had received on rite 

Under these circumstances I only suggested to M, Hanotauv that if the Trench 
Government should sec fit to appoint any one to confer with mo on the subject of the 
buildings and appliances to he provided for the sanitary station at Moses’ VTellfl, a 
subject as to which the Earl of lUsfcbery, in a further letter dated the 3rd January* 
1803, requested me io exchange views with the French Sanitary authorities, there 
might* perhaps* he advantage if the medical aspects of the proposal of the Egyptian 
Quarantine Board ns to a modification of ike Venice Convention were also discussed 
in an informal manner. M. Hanotaux informed me that bo would communicate with 
M. Proust* and that I should hear from him again on l he subject.

I HAVE the honour to report that an extraordinary meeting of the Egyptian 
Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board was held to-day to elect three Quarantine 
Doctors for Sue&, to complete the number (four) required by the Convention of 
Venice, 

The elections were decided by secret veto according to tho Rules of the Board. 
Sixteen voters were present besides tlic Acting President* Dr. Avdonin .Bey, who has a 
voice only in case of equality of votes, 

The result was that Dr. At (field (English) obtained 13 votes; De, Delaruo 
(French) 12 votes; Dr, Blnttok (Austrian)* and Dr. Kartulis (Greek) hut a "myah“ 
and local subject followed next with (i votes each, A second vocation was called for 
these two, when they again came out equal. The President then gave his easting vote 
for Dr. Blatties (Austrian). 

Dr. Attfield {English), Dr, Dolnroc (French)* rind Dr. Blattcis (Austrian) wore 
accordingly declared elected. 

For these three posts no less than 108 candidates of nearly every nationality in 
Europe sent in applications—twenty-four of the candidates being English—many of 
them being apparently men of excellent education and ability. 

As it was impossible for the Board Io examine the mass of papers sent in by 
these men in support of their candidature, a Committee was appointed for the purpose 
to examine the documents ;ni( ] select those who appeared to them to ho tho very best* 
making out a short summary of the documents to submit to the Board. 

The Committee decided* as there were onlytlxree posts to bo filled* to reduce if 
possible tho number of candidates of each nationality to three. This reduced the 
number to nineteen names which* with a summary of their documents j were 
submitted to the Board to-day. The documents of the English candidates were. 
Entrusted to me, and I found groat difficulty in selecting three from amongst so many 
apparently good mou. The men I selected wero Dr. A It hold* Dr, Adams* and 
Dr. Bower, 

So as not to divide tho vote for an Englishman, I headed my Hat by Dr, Attfield. 
This I did on account of his possessing a certain knowledge of languages—on this 
point the others are silent, Ur. Adams and Dr. Bower, however* have excellent 
testimonials, the former especially good, and I lake tho liberty of bringing their names 
forward as men excellently trained for sanitary work* and having already had 
considerable practical experience. 

As tho candidates selected by the Committee seemed all well fitted for the places 
at Siiox, tho activity displayed hv the Delegates to obtain the post for men of their own 
nationality, or at least a post for one of their men* resembled a political canvassing. I 
have to thank Lord Cromer and yourself for assistance which enabled me to have an. 
Englishman elected by a good majority.

ADVERTING to my letter of the 20th March last which I addressed to your 
Lordship from Boris, I have now the honour to state that before leaving Barb, on tin: 
conclusion of the sittings of the International Sanitary Conference recently assembled 
in that capital, 1 received no furl her communication from M. Jlrmotaux with, regard 
to an interview with any Representative of thcEreneh Government, as to cither the 
proposed modification, of the Venice Convention or lho sanitary establishment to lie 
provided at Moses’ Wells \ and this although M* ITrmotaux knew of my intention to 
return to England on the 6th instant, 

With regard to the proposed modification of the Venice Convention, I ventured 
to assume that your Lordship did net, after receipt of my letter of the 3|fch March, 
wish me, on my own initiative, Eo take any further action which would seem to imply 
a desire, on the part of Iter Majesty's Government, that the Convention should bo 
modified; and hence I did not again refer to the subject. 

Neither did T say any thing further as to the question of tho number and character 
of the buildings, &c.* which should he provided at .Moses 1 Walls; and in adopting this 
attitude with regard to that establishment, I was, guided by the following con¬ 
siderations :-- 

fn the first place, there are existing buildings at Moses’ Wells which, together 
with finds that are kept in. stock, are capable of dealing, in a by no means inefficient 
manner, with any such occurrence as may reasonably lw anticipated in the more 
immediate future* 

In the second place, it will be remembered that the accommodation which it was 
decided to provide, under the Venice Convention, had to do with the detentions at that 
establishment, which were authorized under tho Convention us originally drawn up. 
These detentions were, however, materially restricted in the nmended Convention, both 
in point of their duration, and also ns to the mi ml urn of pcrsuiis to be detained, The 
urgency for increased accommodation is therefore distinctly lessened. 

Ami in tin- third place, a now scheme has recently been drawn up by the Egyptian 
Quarantine Board ns to the amount of provision which should be made at Moses* 
Wells; and as Far as I have been able to gather, that scheme is provisionally regarded 
as having replaced the one as to which differences of opinion were manifested within 
the Board.

the Tor question has to a great extent been raised since the Venice Conference, and that 
jthe improvement of the system at work at Tor cannot he said—as in the case of Moses' 
Wells—1to be part of a general scheme to which the Powers of Europe have assented; 
(2) that fmy tax on the transit trade through the Cajjal would fall chiefly on British, and, 
ia the second instance, on Germ mi trade, whereas England and Germany are far less 
interested in the pilgrim traffic between Europe and Mecca than the Mediterranean 
Powers, 

The sum eT 10,0001 seems excessive, arid we were all agreed to write to our 
respective Delegates with u view to its reduction. The French Government, however,, as 
your Lordship is without doubt aware, attaches very considerable importance to this branch 
of the subject,, mid any reduction of capital expenditure in this direction will probably not 
amount to more than 2,000/, to 3,0001, at the utmost. 

The question of the amount to be demanded from the Egyptian Government formed 
the principal subject of our discussions. Eventually it was decided to make the following 
proposals 

1. That, with the assent of the Commissioners of the Debt, 40,000/. should he paid 
from the general reserve fund in the bauds of the Commissioners to provide for the capital 
expenditure required. 

2. That, our respective Governments should be uskesl to consent lu a tax of a farthing 
u-tou, which would yield about 3,500/, a-year, 

3. That the Egyptian Government should be asked to pay a lump sum annually of 
3,5G0L, and in return should be relieved of all further financial obligations, 

I may mention, as regards the third proposal, that if this sum of 3,500/, a-year were 
added to the limit of administrative expenditure recognized by the Powers, an arrangement 
would lie facilitated. My colleagues appeared to entertain this idea favourably, hut we 
thought it was better not to allude to lhe point at the first outset of our negotiations with 
the Egyptian Government 

These proposals were comcatmioalcd to Tigranc Pasha, who, at a second meeting 
which took place, stated his objections to them. It was finally decided that he should lay 
the matter before his colleagues, anti that, if he thought fit to do so, lie could make some 
counter-proposals, Thus the matter now stands, 

1 should mention that Her Majesty's Government and the Austrian Government 
stand, as regards this .subject, in a position somewhat different to that occupied by the 
other Powers, Count Lutzow’s Memorandum of the 17th December* IB0O (see Con¬ 
fidential Print Nq + 6106, p. 219), was communicated by Her Majesty's Government to 
the Egyptian Government. Your Lordship will observe that it gives certain pledges to 
the Egyptian Government, On the other hand, it is to be remembered (1) that since this 
Memorandum was written the Conference lias met, and the Egyptian Government lias had 
ti full opportunity of stating its case, with the result that, as regards the financial issues, 
the Egyptian views were not accepted by the Powers \ (2) that we are in the presence of 
a financial position which is more difficult than that which was apparently foreseen ijy the 
Powers at Venice t and (3) that from an equitable point of view Egypt should contribute 
something, i see no reason why the salaries of the Egyptian Delegates, and the cost of 
the establishments, at Egyptian ports, in which Europe is in no special degree interested, 
should he paid in u great degree by a tax on the Canal trade. 

'Whilst* however, I think that the Egyptian Government should be called upon to 
contribute, I am bound to confess that f think the present demands made on the Egyptian 
Treasury are somewhat excessive. There can he no doubt that most of the expenditure 
at Moses 1 Wells, and some porlion of the annual expenditure, is incurred m the into rests 
of Enrobe rather than of Egypt, 

I will communicate further on this subject. In 1 tie meanwhile, l should bo glad to 
favoured with your Lordship’s opinion as to whether a farthing s-ton is the maximum tax 
which should be put on {hipping. Without placing very strong pressure on the Egyptian 
Government, I think it may be difficult to arrive at financial equilibrium unless a some¬ 
what higher tax he imposed,

Corps, and with Baron Heidler Egeregg, ConsuLGcncral for Austria-Hungary, Vm is 

the only inform alion we arc in possesion of. 

Arlick 28 of the Khedivial Decree, which fixes the 1 st November, 1803, B* the dale 
on which the modified Sanitary Regulations should be put in force, was inserted in 
consequence of letters exchanged on the iGth and I 8 th June, 1893, between Baron 

Heidler and hia Excellency Tigranc PiiEha. . . . 

This correspondence dearly shows that every possible objection, and especially that 
of expense, was made by the Egyptian Government., who, however, promised Jbiuiallj. 
and finally to take the necessary measures without awaiting the conclusion of the 
financial arrangement it was anticipated the Powers would make. 

Everything apparently being perfectly understood, shipowners and shipping agents 
naturally expected that the Egyptian Maritime Sanitary Ad ministration would hi? ready 
by the date fixed to apply the Rules drawn up by the Venice Conference, whose 
decisions were, we are confident, inspired by the desire to effectually protect the public 
health, whilst fracing commerce from she obstacles and antiquated precautions of the 
old sanitary regime, so vexatious to shipping, and so little protective to the community* 

Now, however, contrary to the custom of many years, which dates from the intro¬ 
duction of the use of the electric light for navigating the Suez Canal, the Sanitary 
authorities aL Sues refuse to give pratique at night to any ship whatever, and wc are 
informed lhat it will not be until May or June next that the Sura Health Office will bo 
provided with the necessary doctors to make a medical visit. to ships arriving between 
sunset and sunrise, and that until they can do this night pratique is suspended.

I HAVE the honour to forward herewith a Report by Dr, Mackte, dated the 12th 
instant, on a meeting of the Quarantine Board which took place on the Drd instant. 

After some discussion, the Board fixed the 15th hi ay next as the date od which 
the doctors recently appointed for Suez should be ready to take up their duties. 

Dr, Mactae states that his letter to the President (of which 1 have the honour to 
inclose a copy), requesting' a modification of the present system of performing the 
medical visit at Suez, which inflicted great hardship on the passengers, and was 
utterly useless and illusory, was then read, and produced a most heated and angry 
discussion, in which the Dutch Delegate took a prominent, part, declaring that 
Dr, Maektc’a letter practically asked for the abolition of the medical visit. 

Dr. Mackie stated that lie merely asked fora modification of the mode in which 
the visit was carded out, and, in reply to the demand of the Delegate tor Holland, that 
he should make a proposal, he said that if the Board decided that a modification, could 
be introduced, he would make a proposal at another meeting. 

The President then proposed that in the interval he should instruct the Sanitary 
Agent at Sue/, to perform the medical visit with ns little annoyance as possible to the 
passengers, who should not be required to assemble on deck at night, and this- appears 
lo have been agreed to.

1 HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine Sani¬ 
tary Board was hold on Tuesday, the 3rd instant, Dr. Ardouin Bey presiding* 

The President asked the Board to fix the date on which the doctors appointed for 
Suez should be ready to enter on their work, and proposed the 1st May. 

The British Delegate pointed out that the notice would be a very short one for the 
English doctor, who might prefer, for economy or other reasons, to come out by sea, 
a voyage of fourteen days, and would have thus very little tune after receiving formal 
notice to make his preparations. It wan, after a little discussion, agreed K> fix the date 
or i Bib May* . , p , . . 

The President then announced the next question on the order of the day, 
« Communication do M. h D4\&%n6 dAngleterre mi spjet do la vSMtC inudUmte fftite k 

Suez pendant la milt*” . 

As tins simple question gave rise to one of the stormiest and most, ridiculous 
d fee unions probably over witnessed at ilie Board, I must explain what l he question 
really was. A Memorial signed by several steam-ship agent* was presented to the 
Hrilfeh Consul at Port Said, sotting forth the great inconvenience and hardships to which 


passengers were submitted by being roused out of bed during the night on arrival at 
Suez to go on deck to undergo the medical visit. The “medical visit," as practised in 
Ihe Mediterranean, implies a personal inspection of each individual, and counting the 
passengers. The Memorial was forwarded to me by Lord Cromer, with a request 
from iVis Lordship that I should endeavour to get the Board to modify the visit, and 
substitute some other system which would imply less Inconvenence and discomfort to 
passengers arriving at night to pass the Canal, 

As a preliminary measure, 1 asked the Delegates at the Board who were present at 
the Conference at Venice to meet me and discuss it in a friendly way. Thu Delegates 
were the Sanitary Physician of Prance, the Delegates of Germany and Greece. Dr. 
Ardouin Bey was also present* , , , , . 

Wc all agreed that a medical inspection practised on the crowded deck ot a steamer 
at night, with a crowd of passengers, and by the light of n candle or lamp, could be of 
little value, and add nothing to our knowledge of the sanitary condition of the vessel-- 
and that for first-doss passengers, vessels with doctor on board and no suspicious cases, it 
ought to be modified; and the personal inspection and counting even suppressed, aa 
neither the ono nor the other could be properly performed. We all agreed also that 
although Lhe “vistto abdicate” which was, by the decision of the Conference, to 
replace quarantine in a great measure, was not defined at the Conference, nor rules for 
its performance laid down, the spirit of the Conference was to abolish useless, 
tin practical, and illusory systems. 

The discussion was opened by Lius communication of the letter,, copy of which J 
inclose, which I addressed to the President on the subject, os well as a copy of the 
letter addressed to the British Consul by the steam-ship agents, 

No sooner had l begun to support my letter by verbal observations than the 
Delegate for Holland declared that my letter asked for neither more nor less than the 
total;abolition of the (p visile mddicalc/ 1 and proposed that it should lie rejected fo iote, 
and further discussion discontinued. He maintained that no l< visitc medicate could 
be accepted without personal inspection and counting the passengers, and constantly 
repealed his accusation that the British Delegate was attempting to abolish entirely 
a “ medical visit.** 

Tim British Delegate protested against this attempt to mislead the Board, and 
appealed to the President ns a Frenchmen whether Ilia letter addressed to him in Fromm 
could be Interpreted ns demanding lhe abolition of the “ medical visit,” The l resident 
replied, M Certainly not;*' It only asked a modification of the system of practising it, 
This, however, did not satisfy lhe Delegate for Holland, who continued In a most 
unintelligible manner in a state of wild evehement. 

The Delegates of Austria and Franco were also very strong m their opposition to 
any change in the existing method of performing the rt medical visit,* but the Delegate 
for Anttria finally proposed as a modification thaL the visit could be made m the saloon 
of the vessel, instead of calling llie passengers on deck at night, 

The Sanitary Physician of France pointed out the useless and illusory nature of tm 
medical visit a a now practised, and said it was no longer accessary now that we were 
to have educated and competent doctors at Sue/-, who could aomru themselves by 
examining the log-book, the captain, the doctor, or anyone else on board, or employing 
any other means they thought lit, to assure themselves as far as they could of the sanitary 
stale of lhe vessels, nut that a personal inspection by lamp-light at night, and counting 

the passengers like sheep, was absurd. „ , . . 

The Delegate for Greece spoko hi a similar strata, and asked the Delegates as 
medical men if the inspection of, sny ? 150 passengers at night without extraordinary 
delay* and by the light of a small lantern, offered any guarantee whatever. 

The Delegate for Holland again commenced to talk or rnllior scream In a most 
unintelligible way* and demanded that the British Delegate should make a proposition. 

The British Delegate replied that he had asked the Board lirst of alt to discuss t ic 
question whether a “sage modUicnlion ” could be introduced, Et that was decided Iw 
would formulate a proposition for another meeting, as it wns useless lo contituic llie ihs- 
cusiion with, tlio present excitement. The President^ then proposed that until Bin 
question was again discussed he should instruct iho sanitary agent at Sue/; to perform 
Lhe medical visit with as little annoyance as possible to the passenger^ and not to oblige 

them to go on deck at night. . . 

The Delegate for France endeavoured in a most unfair way to influence the 
Board against English companies by stating that the Board had often had trouble wiili 
English companies, citing the Peninsular mid Oriental Company, and the pnj; ot tun 
Peninsular and Oriental stomnor “Hydaepea* 1 of last summer, lhe British Delegate 
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resented this, ant! the President not to allow activations to be made which had 
nothing to do with any question on the order of the day,

Em- many years 
pm4 they have with justice clamoured for cither si reduction uf the dues they pay new, 
or for I lie ©iwlion of lour much-neadcd lights in the southern extremity of thu Hod 
8ein Thesc hites (wbhli am Turkish ns ili&tiuguislivd Fiinu the Egyptian sysleiu) 
form part of a Concession gi tinted liy the Porte lo 5f. Celias, hut which includes runny 
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more lights than we require. Hitherto all efforts to induce M. Collar to Greet- the 
four tliat are wanted have proved abortive, A now route (avoiding his sites) was 
accordingly surveyed by our Admiralty, but the trade declined to adopt it. Thus the 
whole thing came to a deadlock, where it now rests. 

It would seem of very doubtful expediency to reduce the present scale of charges 
on shipping, They would howl at any attempt to put them back if onco reduced, in 
addition to which there Is at this moment a question of raising them for tlie quarantine 
expenses, whether I he £ E. 10,000 per annum be eventually applied to new lights, or 
to other purposes, the better course would seem lo he to put it in a suspense account. 
The Board of Trade have* however, always ndvised m on this branch of the- question, 
and wo should first consult that Department. 

3* This paint is one on which it hardly devolves on the Commercial Department 
to advise. It is a matter between the Egyptian Administration n iul tho £t Caisse*’ 1 
which would benefit tho former to the detriment of tho latter. As Lord Cromer 
points out, the assent of tho Powers would have to bo obtained under any circum- 
stances. To Egypt it h stated to be an essential part of tho proposal, which I can 
readily understand. How far the "Caisso” may regard it with favour in the bond¬ 
holders 1 interests Is another matter. 

4. This involves an important question both of principle and finance, and really 
requires much careful consideration. Under clause 1 I have sought to explain how it 
is proposed to expend a capital sura of £ E. 40*000 on the initial cost of three sanitary 
undertakings. But what will be the annual cost of keeping up the e establishments 
when they are finished we have no means, as yet, of judging. Anyhow, it must be 
something considerable. Now for many years past the Egyptian Quarantine board 
has had a reserve fund of abnormally largo proportions,but it is, unfortunately, rapidly 
dwindling, and may, at no distant date, not only entirely disappear, but may be 
replaced by a heavy deficit. Their reserve, at the end of 1888, was £ E. 27,000 odd], 
at tho end of 1893 it had fallen to £ E. 13,000 odd, or had diminished by about, one* 
half in live years. 

Tins y ear there is an estimated deficit ou their Budget of £ E. 4,000 odd, and at 
the end of this year the reserve Is estimated to stand at £ E. 0,000, or one-third of what 
it unis m 1888* These arc significant facts* Under the present arrangement Egypt is 
in principle bound to make goad any deficit on the Board's budget, though the 
necessity lias never yet arisen. Sir E. Palmer’s financial acumen rocogiU7.es that the 
Boards surplus* may, ere long, become a heavy deficit, and that. From, his point of 
view, it will he a groat tiling for Egypt to he relieved of her present responsibility to 
make it good. 

It ii important- to note that in his telegram of tho 2filli April (now under con¬ 
sideration of .Hoard of Trade) Lord Cromer suggests tho imposition of W* a ton on 
British Bhipping, but proposes that if there is then a defioit Egypt is hound to make 
it good. This new proposal contemplates a diametrically opposite principle. 

It must he remembered that Her Majesty’s Government have for years maintained 
that Hie Quarantine Board is part and parcel of the Egyptian Administration, and 
this principle was recognized by tho Powers at the last Venice Conference. On this 
lino of reasoning, if It lies a deficit, Egypt must make it good, but who k lo take the 
place of Egypt m tho event of such a contingency if if does arise, and she is relieved 
of the obligation P Lord Cromer relies on a lax of a-lon on all ships to maintain 
tho financial equilibrium. Possibly it w ould, but it all depends upon what expenditure 
the Board embarks in the future* and, since the reduction of the Egyptian Votes, our 
influence with this Board is not so strong as formerly. 

The Board of Trade can tc-ll us what sum a lax of id* per ton on British shipping 
will produce, hut it is impossible for m to tell them what obligations we may he 
incurring tn the future by relieving Egypt of tho responsibility of making good a 
deficit in one of the largest Departments of her Administration, Apart from this I 
doubt if It could bo done without tho assent of the Powers who so recently at Venice 
virtually revised tho whole Egyptian Quarantine Administration* 

A solution of these many difficulties might perhaps he found in tho utilisation of 
some portion of tho 40,O00f. referred to in is notion 2 of tho Message for other purposes 
than lighting, but tho points raised in the second and fourth paragraphs of Lord 
Cromer's Menage seem to require very careful consideration with the Board of 
Trade.

WITH reference to previous coiroapondonee, terminating with tho letter from this 
Department of (he 18th ultimo, respecting the medical visit at Suez to vessels 
arriving from the East , I am directed by the Earl of Kimberley to transmit herewith 
copies of two despatches, us marked iu tho margin,J which have been received from 
Egypt in regard to this matter, for any observations which Ihe Hoard of Trade may 
have to offer thereon. 

Subject to the concurrence of that Department, Lord Kimberley proposes to send 
copies of these despatches to Her Majesty's Representatives at Baris, Vienna, and 
Berlin, suggesting that Identic instructions to the effect that t he *' visite indriicatc" shall 
not include muster, at all events at night, should be sent to the Representatives of 
Franco, Austria, and Germany in Egypt.

It appears to have been admitted at the Venice Convention that a tax might 
reasonably be levied on shipping for quarantine purposes, but while the first proposals 
of Lord Cromer contemplated a maximum of Jd 1 . per ton, and the amended proposals

The Board of Trade have considerable difficulty in supporting such a proposal, but

Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the 1st instant 

The President informed the meeting that a aerkms divergence of opinion had 
occurred amongst the members of the 4< Co mm is si on Pormnncnto ” with regard to a 
Norwegian vessel which had arrived in three and a-balC days from Constantinople, and 
wished to transit the Canal. 

The circumstances), were as follows;— 

Constantinople is at present considered by the Board infected with cholera. 
According to the decision ud referendum *taken by the Board on the 1st November last, 
vessels arriving from an infected port of the Mediterranean must complete live dfiys 
from time of departure before being admitted to Mo pratique in Egypt. The 
Norwegian steamer tf Skarpasuo " arrived at Port Said from Con&t&ntinoplc in three and 
a-half days, and as the inaslor did not wish to communicate with Egypt, ho asked to 
be allowed to pass Ihc Canal immediately in quarantine* the sanitary statu of the vessel 
bring good, and no suspicious case having occurred on hoard. The IL Commission 
Perinanentc *' decided by majority to allow the vessel to j>ass immediately in 
quarantine. The Ottoman Delegate objected, and on bi& objection the question was 
brought before the Board for a decision for future guidance. The Ottoman Delegate 
explained his objections, which were as folk *wb ;— , 

By the Confine nee of Venice vessels arc divided into three categories, viz .: 
(i imlemnes, 11 n suspects , n ci tJ infuct&q/ ! Me maintained that vessels in the condition 
of ihc Norwegian steamer could not be regarded ns “ indeinuoM,” as, according to the 
decision of me 1st November, they are regarded ns fi suspects r ' until they have 
completed live days. That suspected vessels according to the Venice Conference 
must undergo disinfection before entering the Canal The Norwegian vessel therefore 
might to be regarded as ** tndemuc/’ and admitted immediately to free pratique, or, if 
“suspect,” ought to undergo disinfection before entering the Canal, as passage of the 
Canal in quarantine implies disinfection. 

After a lengthened discussion, it was decided that, according to the decision ad. 
referendum of the 1st November, vessels arriving from an infected port of the 
Mediterranean must be classed in the category of “ suspects,” if they have not 
completed five days, and if they wish to enter the Canal before the five flays are 
completed they must undergo disinfection, and pass in quarantine, 

Ten mem born voted for this decision, two against it, and five abstained from 

voting. -. k ._ ,, . 

The British Delegate gave his opinion against the illogical proceeding of 
disinfecting a non-infected vessel, and abstained from voting, remarking that the 
dilemma find been occasioned by the act of the Board in taking the unfortunate 
decision proposed by tins “French Delegate at the meeting of the 1st November, instead 
of adhering utriclly to the Venice Conference. 

The disinfection will probably occasion but little delay, and will he limited to 
dirty linen, occupying probably only a fow hours.

I AM directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
17th instant, further on the subject of a proposed tax on shipping to provide for the coat 
of quarantine expenditure in Egypt, inclosing draft of a letter which it is proposed to 
address to Her Majesty's Agent and Consul-Ckneral at Cairo, and inquiring whether the 
Board of Trade cor car in its terms. 

The Board of Trade understood from your letter of the 3rd instant that the proposal 
m to the new tax on shipping was that it was to be levied exclusively on northward* 
bound ships, and that it ms to be limited to a maximum rate of R per tnn. From the 
suggested draft now sent by you it appears that, an alternative plan is? now proposed, vk. t 
that all ship:?, whether going northward nr southward, and all ships going to Egyptian 
ports, should be liable to the new tax* and that the maximum rate should be lowered 
from ffh to R per ton. The Board are riot in possession of the reasons which have 
caused this change of plan, but, as at present advised, they prefer the original proposal, 
It appears to them that, if the tax is levied on all ships, ship-owners whose vessels use 
Egyptian ports and come from non-infected European ports might fairly object to pay 
for the maintenance of quarantine stations in the Red Bcsv. It is also n question whether 
a due of R per ton—and it would be difficult to collect the due if fixed at a lower 
figure—might not produce a larger sum than is required. There may, however, ho 
special reasons of which the Board are unaware for levying the td-S on all ships running 
to Egyptian ports, 

]l is also suggested in the draft despatch that it may be for consideration whether 
any additional annual revenue which may be required by the Quarantine Board should 
not be taken from the 40,000k per annum to he surrendered out of the hglnhoase 
surplus. St appears to the Board that difficulties might arise in carrying out Mich a 
proposal, inasmuch a* it would mix up two services, vi?, rT the Quarantine Service and 
the Lighthouse Service, which arc wholly distinct end separate from one another, and, in 
the opinion of the Board of Trade, should be kept separate. The annual sum os 40,000/. 
should in the fust instance he devoted strictly to lighthouse purposes, Should it^ how¬ 
ever, he found to be more than is required for those purposes, it might ha for future 
consideration whether a reduction of the dues by l ho amount agreed to for quarantine 
purpose* should not be made and the amount ao reduced rcimposed as a quarantine due.

This is a question, 1 think, deserving of a strict and scientific inquiry by competent 
men lit future cholera years. Unfortunately, up to this time the Quarantine Board has 
had neither the men nor the means to prosecute the study,

The result of the season is eminently satisfactory, no c'lsr of cholera having 
occurred, whi le the deaths from ordinary discuses were few in proportion to the number 
of Dio pilgrims, regard being bad to the fact that many of these latter wore aged 
persons returning from a long and arduous journey. 

Twenty vessels in all arrived at Tor convoying 1 t,fdVl pilgrim* of whom 40 died 
at Tor, and one on arriving at Suez. 

Beveuty*onG persons were 1 mated for ordinary diseases in the hospital at Tor, of 
whom £5 were cured and Iti died. The majority were suffering from diarrhoea, gastrin 
fijvnr, dysentery or general debility, the total number of eases of these diseases being 
MJ, of which 29 were fatal. There were 34 cases of diarrhoea, of which 22 were

Evan in the case of all infected vessels, dealt 
with under Article 3 (A), the Medical Officer of the ship is relied on to declare under 
oath who are lLju persons who are suJTeiing from cholera or choleraic diarrhea, and it 
is Only the persona who are designated In him who ean be disembarked and isolated. 
Iu other equally important matters affecting infected vessel^ the statement uf the 
Medical Officer on board is accepted as rho basis for any action taken. 

iti the case of a man-of-war the Medical Officer is a Government servant whose 
sense of official responsibility places him and Ids oath above suspicion, and if the oath 
of a Medical Officer on an ordinary ship is accepted under the Convention For such 
important purposes ns are indicated in Article 3 (ft) It won Ed appear only reasonable 
that where the records of the vessel show the ship to be healthy, nothing beyond the 
formality of requiring a eonhrmMory statement on oath by the .Medical Officer should 
te required m the case of men-of-war. 

Such an arrangement would njao appear to ho entirely in cotifqvtnity with the 
spirit of Article XXVII1 of the Convention* where it is laid down that: "La 
reconjisii&umuG doit fire operdc sans dtiki, du mantere it occasionucr lc nioins do retard 
possible aux iiavires.'

No complaints bad been made to me by any of the English steam-ship agents on 
this subject, and I understand that only one English vessel carrying paigengera lias 
arrived at night .since the opening of the new pass. The Peninsular and Oriental 
steamers arrive here about daybreak* when they arc able to obtain pratique. 

The Austrian Delegate brought forward bis proposed in view of the fact that the 
Austrian Lloyd steamers from Brindisi now arrive regularly at about 8 o'clock r.u., 
carrying a lar^a number of passengers. 

The President made a proposal, of which I have the honour to inclose a copy, 
that, ay a provisional measure, pratique should be given at night to any mail or 
passenger steamers which should have cleared the pass by 10 o'clock r.M.^pratique in 
any case not to be given after 11 o'clock .p*is. The President observed that at the 
present time provision bad not been made for a regular night staff by the Quarantine 
Board or the Custom-liouse, nr.d that the proposed temporary measure would, be 
thought, satisfy alb He added that the Director-General of Customs bad informed, 
hint that he would be able to keep the baggage office open until II p m . The proposal 
of the President was agreed to unanimously. 

On the question of the amount of the extra charge to be mode for giving pratique 
at night, there was some discussion oa to whether piastres tariff 100 should be charged 
as at Suck, or piastres tariff 40 as at Port, Babb 

On this question being put to the vote there was a majority in favour of the 
charge of piastres tariff 100. I voted with the minority in favour of piastres 
tariff 40, on the ground that at Sue?, the Medical Officer has to go out soma distance 
to the roads, while at Alexandria there .ire no greater difficulties titan at Fort Said. 

.[ have the honour to observe that, although the above decision of the Board will 
probably satisfy the requirements of shipping during the winter months, an. all-night 
service (as required by Articles 28 and 2d of the Biglonaeut General rl in Annex III of 
the Venice Convention) will become necessary at no distant period, and that provision 
should bo made for this contingency in the Budgets of tho Quarantine Board mid the 
Customs Administration for next year.
